The Dutch Navy 


During the last war the Dutch Navy, 
units of which have now joined the Allied 
Navies, acquired a submarine in a most 
unusual way. 

A British submarine of the H Class ran 
ashore on the coast of Holland, and was 
duly interned by the Dutch authorities. 
Most of the crew, however, escaped by a 
motor boat sent in to them from a British 
warship. After some time negotiations 
were opened with the Dutch Government, 
and the submarine was sold by the British 
to the Royal Dutch Navy, and became the 
O&, which was in service for a number of 
years afterwards. 

In January, 1916, the British submarine 
F 17 was driven into the mouth of the 
Texel by a strong current, and was badly 
damaged by heavy seas. The commander 
succeeded in getting his vessel clear of the 
estuary again, but later met a Dutch war- 
ship which he mistook for an enemy. 

The submarine was so badly damaged 
that it could not submerge, and it was 
scuttled to avoid capture before the crew 
surrendered to the supposed “ enemy.”

The death occurred recently in New 
South Wales of an Irishman who ‘‘amade 
good ” in the land of his adoption.

The late Arthur Musgrave went to 
school in Ttalee, and, when quite a young 
man, emi to.

Here he joined the police force, and 
experienced rapid promotion, ending up as 
Su ndent in charge of the Western 
District of New South Wales, with head- 
quarters in Bourke. This was a territory 
larger than the whole. of Ireland, and 
demanded much travelling over territory 
which in those days was sparsely settled. 
He had as his orderly an aboriginal, who 
was well versed in the bush craft, and 
thus there was no danger of getting lost.
